Gang, 


OK, let me do the following and it'll be a start. We can argue until we 
are blue in the face and get nowhere about whether you should stock or 
wait and order as needed. I'm a stocker myself. The prices go up and 
the availability goes down over time. And if I'm working on something at 
11pm and get to soldering a circuit I surely don't want to have to stop 
and wait a week or more on an order from out of state, etc. 


The following parts list is made up from a quick pass through the following 
books and schematics and newsletters. I have omitted some parts that I know 

are no longer available, such as some of the dual gate mosfets, etc. 

The list is not meant to be complete or an absolute benchmark. Just a shopping 
list for those that want to experiment and be sure to have most everything you'd 
need on hand. Print the list and carry it around to all the swap meets and then 
if you see someone has something for sale you can check to see if you need or want 
it. I also recommend you take the list and shop online at Dan's Small Parts, 
Mouser, DigikKey, and anywhere else to compare pricing. At least you have a 
baseline 

from which to work. 


Parts are listed in no particular order. And there are some better values 
that are current and exact replacements and duplications, so do your research 
on each of these. These is just a guideline list. I have left out things 
like Tick Keyer Chips and Microchip microprocessors due to lack of source code 
and you just have to order replacements from the source. 


If you are just getting started --- take out a $100 bill and set it aside 
(allow $100 on credit card or whatever). Then sit down with all the catalogs 
you can get and lay out a plan. If you have a project in mind, then go for it. 
I recommend scratch building the SWL-40 or SWL-40+. It isn't that difficult a 


project IMHO and much better than building something like the Pixie or other 
low end circuit. I believe in building something that you'd use and not just 
put aside and use the old commercial rig sitting on your desk. I still use 
almost daily either the SWL-30 or SWL-40. They are simple, inexpensive, and 
fun to use. I have a bunch of the higher end kits and I just don't use them 
that much even though some would rank them as a better deal. But remember 

we are talking homebrew here. 


And if you really enjoy a challenge, then go for the K8IQY 2N2222/40 rig. 
But not unless you have the QRPp issue in which it appeared. See NorCal 
page and/or my QRPp Index which is out of date but does have that issue 
listed. http://www.qsl.net/k7qo/ 


Or try the IOWA QRP-10 or QRP-10A if you follow K8IQY's pages on the web. 
See the NorCal page. You do have it bookmarked of course. 


If enough people really really want to build something, how about a 

guide to doing the SWL-30 Manhattan Style. I'll get permission from 

Dave, NN1G, to do this and we can start after ArkieCon. Send me email off 
the list and we'll see how much interest there is. We can do it like 

the old Elmer101 project. I'll try to get Dave to come up with a parts 
kit without the PC board. Ox if you don't want to be really challenged 
just go to Dave's web page http://www.smallwonderlabs.com/ and get the 
regular SWL-40+ or SWL-30+ kits and build along on the PC board. 


Going back to the plan and the $100. Try to optimize the number of parts 
and get the lowest per part cost you can for what you need and what is 
available. See what you have first and if a swap meet is coming up like 
at Atlanticon then shop there first and then by mail later. 

But have an idea of what costs are commercially first and then shop for 
the bargains at the hamventions. Go with a list and pricing and you 
won't be disappointed later. 


I'm sure I left out a ton of stuff, but I can't expect you to buy the 
world. Stay within your budget.

In fact, RadioShack.com has on sale for the month of 
March their 1.2AHr gel-cell for $9.79 (save 42% --- reg. $16.99) 
their 960-0332 part number. I'm currently running an experiment 
to see how long the SWL-30 and the K1 will run on small batteries. 


Film at 11. Put a fuse in the line to protect both the battery 
and something that might have a serious wiring error. 


And lots of coin envelopes (8cm by 14cm) to sort and file parts away neatly. 
I use the shoe box size plastic boxes from WalMart/Target/etc. for 
storage. Or you can get the 28 gallon storage boxes for storing 


a lot more envelopes and I use one for my resistor collection. :-) )

Got to add my $0.02 to the thread. :-) Remember, this is 
one man's opinion, and your mileage may vary. :-) 


As far as semiconductors go, you can't have enough 
2N2222s. You can use them just about anywhere a small 
signal NPN transistor is needed. They are a bit sturdier than 
the 2N3904, too. For RF output, 2N2102s are still good, and 
relatively inexpensive. Ditto the 2N3053, which is available 
off the shelf at most any Radio Shack store. With a heatsink, 
you can get 3-3.5W out of one without too much trouble. A 
pair in push-pull will do 5W out, no sweat. J310 JFETS are 
handy as well, and dirt cheap. 


As to diodes, a good fistful of 1N914s or 1N4148s is 
highly recommended. You can match quads of these with 
a VOM and brew up a pretty fair DBM. Also useful in a lot 


of other places. 


Toroids: A minimal selection would be the FT-37-61, 
good for chokes, small RF transformers, etc. Add to that 
some T-50-2s for inductors used in tuned circuits (output 
filters, etc) and perhaps one or two T-50-6s for VFO 
inductors, and you'd be good to go for a lot of projects. 
Some people like the smaller T-37 size, but you can get 
by with the T-50 size ones for a lot of applications 


Of course, a good assortment of 1/4W resistors is 
a must, along with an assortment of disk ceramic 
Capacitors. 0.1uF caps are used in quantity for 
bypassing in most circuits, so a handful would not 
be a bad idea at all. Small value capacitors, say 470 pF 
and below, should be NPO. 


With this set of parts, you can build a lot of projects, 
or at least have a good head start on them. I prefer to 
buy ICs as I need them, but a few 741 op-amps and 
LM386 audio amps are handy to have around. 


Of course, any builder worthy of the name will 
accumulate more parts than this minimalist list. :-) As one 
gets further along in building stuff, they get a better idea 
of what they need to have on hand when project fever 
strikes. :-)

I guess one more pencil-arc story won't break the bank. 


Back in the mid - 40's I had a 260-ft longwire antenna fed from a 
parallel-tuned circuit in the shack link-coupled to the final tank circuit 
of the 813 rig. 


I would tune the final tank with a 200-watt lamp load for a dummy antenna 
and then hook on the 300-ohm twinlead over to the antenna tuner mounted by 
the window. After setting the coil clips for the band I would adjust the 
capacitor by tuning for maximum arcs off the end of the coil with a wooden 
pencil! Final touchup on the 813 tank tuning would finish the job. 


Worked 80 - 20 with that setup including some great dx on 20 cw. 
Later on I had a 40-watt fluorescent bulb taped to the far end of the 


antenna that would glow whenever the key was pressed. Sure looked great out 
there in the country darkness late at night blinking away! I would 


doublecheck the tuning adjustment by setting the cap for maximum brightness 
of the bulb.

Good morning QRP DXers! 


Tonight I logged my 50th country on 40CW running QRP. This has been quite 
an interesting exercise after laying off DXing for a decade. It took about 
three months during a cycle of informal antenna testing. 


I encountered a few new things on forty meters. First, it's real nice 
chasing DX stations at the bottom of that band. That's because they are 
usually found there! <g> Second, many of the ops encountered are simply the 
best. They tend make it very easy. 


Third, to my ears a weak station on 40M is different than a weak one on the 
higher bands. I'm calling stations almost in the noise level and they tend 
to come back. Not complaining but it has definitely been a pleasant 
surprise as well as a re-learning experience. Fourth, it's actually 
possible to ragchew a bit with DX stations on 40CW as opposed to ripping 
off 599's. I like that! 


The rigs were for this quest were mainly vintage Ten-Tec: Corsair I, Argosy 
II, Argonaut 515 or Argonaut 509. I also ran an unmodified HW-8 a few 
times. And, a venerable Tejas Backpacker II. Amazing receivers one and all 
including the DC's. 


My output was typically 4 to 5 watts but there were some one and two watt 
contacts in the mix. If a country was already in the log, I liked to try 
for it again at one watt, increasing the power incrementally just to see 
what was possible. 


The antenna under test was a portable St. Louis Express Vertical. It's my 
only back-yard antenna for this winter season. The ground-mounted SLX 
serves for DXing, fox hunting, milliwatt contesting and ragchewing. 


I extended the loaded ribbon cable radiator of the SLX slightly so it was 
resonant on 40M. This was done by inserting a pvc extender pipe in the St. 
Louis Mount to elevate the SD-20 collapsible pole. 


The ground system is nine 8th wave St. Louis Radials with all seven 
conductors cut to 16.5'. The ribbons are terminated in alligator clips and 
attach to an integrated feedpoint disk. The SLX is fed with about 75' of 
RG-58 and there is a scramble wound coaxial choke at the feedpoint. The 
configuration detailed here has been my favorite car-trunk portable antenna 
for some time. 


I don't run portable specifically to work DX. Consequently, I had been lax 
in checking just how effective this ersatz vertical might be ina 
semi-permanent location. Moving to a real house made it possible for the 
first time though I had to wait for winter and minimum foliage. I'm also 
using the antenna for fox hunting and milliwatt contesting. 


The original SLX radiator is 19.5' tall and non-resonant on any band. It is 
tuned remotely for 10-40M coverage. Incidental tuner losses aside this can 
be quite a plus if the vertical is in an elevated mount or the weather 
outside is really awful. I recently borrowed a K2 with tuner option for 
compatibility testing. It tuned both the original and extended SLX 
radiators easily on all design bands. 


The SLX's little brother is called the St. Louis Quickie Vertical. It is 
about 11' tall, resonant on 20M and tunable remotelly from 10-20M. I'm 
going to run the SLQ for awhile to see how long it takes to log fifty 
countries on 20M. The power limit will be two watts since that is about 
what I can get out of my DSW-20 station. 


Anyway, I'm discovering what is possible in low-power Dxing on 40CW with a 
simple portable vertical antenna of my own design. Fun stuff? You bet! Next 
step is fitting an expanded the ground system configuration and later 
adding a reflector. All of this while retaining the inherent portability 
and convenience of the SLX. 


The interim DX tally on forty more or less in order worked follows.

Hey Everybody 


I am laying out a bunch of small PCB adapters which will make it possible to 
mount various types of surface mount packages to DIP headers or directly to 
a Manhattan style bread board. This will make it possible to plug SMT chips 
into standard DIP sockets. The adapters have solder pads around the 
perimeter. So, they can, also, be glued to a Manhattan-style breadboard. 


I am doing this because many of my latest efforts, both at work and at home, 
involve using some wonderful new ICs and discrete devices that are NOT 
available in DIP packages. Just try soldering wires to an SSOP package at 
3:00 in the morning..... 


I could use a little help here in determining which SMT land patterns would 


be most useful to amateurs and other hobbyists. Any suggestions or 
requests....?

This is the usual setup for DX on bands like 136 kHz. There 
have been a number of articles in RadCom, a few of which 
are kicking around on the net and have made it into QEX.

Yes, those techniques could have been used years ago. Maybe some of the QRP 
folks will pick up on them. 


BTW, there is no reason such integration techniques can't be used on HF. 
Basically, hams can use a wide range of "non-standard" digital modes, 
subject to the conditions that the modulation method be legal on the 
frequency used and the encoding method be in the public domain. The FCC has 
told ARRL that publishing the encoding method on a public web page is 
sufficient to meet that requirement.

Old radios appeal to me too, and I have a collection of them and accessories 
here. 


The headphones you mention are probably wired with tinsel wire, and 
sometimes what you can do to restore a connection--once you've zeroed in on 
the exact point of failure--is strip back the outer cloth covering to expose 
the tinsel wire. 


Then you can try wrapping the flimsy tinsel wire with clean bare solid 
small-gauge wire. Then carefully dip the whole affair in flux (I use Kester 
liquid flux for this), and try to quickly tin the resulting area. 


In some cases you can actually create a solid point of contact with this 
approach and thus repair the broken wire. It usually works best if you need 
to perform a splice or you need a point that can be inserted in a plug or 
under a clamping screw. 


Are they Baldwins, a.k.a. by 
OTs as "Baldies?"

Before I tried to increase the sensitivity, I would first determine if doing 
so was necessary. Disconnect the antenna and listen to the receiver noise. 
If it is not very loud at full volume, you may need some additional gain 
AFTER the front end. If you can get a reasonable level of internal noise, 
then connect the antenna. If the apparent noise goes up, then the 
sensitivity of this receiving system is limited by external noise, not the 
sensitivity of the receiver. In that case, a preamp will not buy you any 
real improvement in performance, other than letting you decrease the audio 
gain control a bit.
